When you sing along with the radio, you totally harmonize with 
Usher. When you belt out “Girls Just Wanna I lave Fun” in the shower, 
the glass doesn’t shatter. And when you tell friends you’re thinking of 
trying out for America’s Next Top Voice-Based 'temporary Singing 
Sensation,” they respond with an encouraging “whatever.” 

In other words, you’re one of the bazillion Americans who’s a pop 
star in the making, and new shows such as the “T'he Voice,” “X Factor” 
(which just held Chicago auditions) andjennifer Lopez’s atrociously 
titled “Q Viva! The Chosen” are joining standbys American Idol” 
and America’s Got Talent” to suggest that everyone could be right. 
And by everyone, of course, that means a fraction of a fraction of the 
often-deluded people who wait in line for hours only to be told by 
Simon CowelFSteven Tyler/Adam Levine/Randy Jackson that they 
just don’t have the stuff, dawg. 

Obviously, that doesn’t stop a new crop of reality-made stars from 
appearing (briefly most of the time) on the Billboard charts every 
year, turning people Hke Carrie Underwood and Kelly Clarkson into 
household names and, more often, people like'laylor Hicks and Ru- 
ben Studdard into the answers to trivia questions that become more 
dated by the second. 

It’s no secret that winning a TV singing competition doesn’t (and, 
really shouldn’t) equal automatic stardom. People who are wilHng to 
spend 99 cents to text their support or just sit motionless as other 
people vote may not be interested in spending Siz on your hopelessly 
generic, overproduced album or attending your completely surprise- 
free concert, ^t as time passes and more people w^in supposedly 
dream-satisfying competitions that ultimately give them a shelf life 
of a couple of years in the industry, it’s hard not to just shrug off each 
show as a passing trend. And pay attention to, I don’t know, acts 
writing their own songs and developing unique personalities and not 
promoting Ford whenever their show tells them to. 

Let’s not forget that several stars have been made out of losers: Jen- 
nifer Hudson. Adam Lambert. Daughtry (cough, cough). These musi- 
cians did not win their competitions, but they outpaced the people 
who beat them. So it’s ridiculous to worry about who wins when the 
exposure of making the top lo can be enough. 

As for NBC’s new hit “The Voice,” judge Christina Aguilera’s recent 
problems and overall obnoxious smugness should suggest that, in fact, 
being blessed with a great voice isn’t all that it takes to succeed and 
stay there. 

It’s great that people have an outlet to follow their dreams. It’s 
proof that, at a time when record labels aren’t exactly thriving, you 
can become a huge star through means other than landing a recording 
contract the old-fashioned way Clearly people watch these shows to 
feel like the country’s one big community of undiscovered potential. 
But there is such thing as too much of a good thing, and in this case 
the phrase “good thing” is debatable.

AS CLOSE TO A FAIRY

Britain’s Prince William and Kate Middleton 
married at Westminster Abbey on Friday in a 
sumptuous show of British pageantry that at- 
tracted a huge world audience and breathed 
new life into the monarchy 

One million well-wishers watched military 
bands in black bearskin hats and household 
cavalrymen in shining breastplates escorting 
the beaming couple in a 1902 open-topped state 
landau carriage after the ceremony 

The newly-weds then appeared on the balco- 
ny of Queen Elizabeth’s Buckingham Palace in 
central London where they sealed their union 
with two kisses before a jubilant, cheering 
crowd who waved flags and banners. 

“The monarchy is like our Hollywood, the 
movies, for us,” said Californian Diane Weltz, 
who treated her daughter Samantha to a trip to 
London for her 21st birthday 

Middleton, who wore a laced ivory colored 
dress with a train for the ceremony, became 
the first “commoner” to marry a prince in close 
proximity to the throne in more than 350 years. 

The 29 -year-old, whose mother’s family has 
coal mining roots, has brought a sense of mo- 
dernity to the monarchy and helped restore 
popularity to an institution tarnished by the 
death of William’s hugely popular mother Prin- 
cess Diana in 1997. 

Charles Spencer, Diana’s brother who fa- 
mously excoriated the royals at her funeral 
in the same abbey told the BBC the wedding 
was “very moving,” before adding: “The only 
downside on a perfect day was Diana not being 
there.” 

Fans from Asia to the United States camped 
overnight outside the abbey to catch a glimpse 
of the future king and queen, whose marriage 
has fueled a feel-good factor that has briefly 
lifted Britain from its economic gloom. 

More than 8,000 journalists descended on 
London and the ceremony was streamed live on 
%uTube, ensuring what experts expect will be 


one of the biggest global audiences ever. 

Sealed with kisses 

The crowd entered into the festive spirit on a 
day when threatened rain failed to materialize 
by wearing national flags, masks of the couple 
and even fake wedding dresses and tiaras. 

“It should have been me!” shouted nurse Jo 
Newman, 27, dressed as a bride and clutching a 
bouquet of plastic roses. 

Hundreds of police officers, some armed, 
dotted the royal routes in a major security op- 
eration. Plain clothes officers mixed with the 


masses who were packed behind rails to watch 
the couple seal their marriage with one sheep- 
ish kiss, then another. 

World War II and modern warplanes flew 
over the waving royals before they headed in- 
side for a champagne reception for 650 guests 
in the palace’s 19 opulent state rooms. 

The couple made a surprise appearance in 
an open-top vintage Aston Martin owned by 
the prince’s father with the license plate “JU5T 
WED” trailing balloons to travel the short jour- 
ney to St. James’s Palace in another informal 
and crowd-pleasing gesture.
